INSTANT REPLAY APPROVED FOR 1987 


For the second year in a row, NFL clubs have approved a limited 
system of Instant Replay on a one-year basis. 

The system basically slays the same as in 1986 with the excep- 
tion that larger monitors will be used by Replay Officials. In 1986, 
there were 374 plays closely reviewed (defined as a contact to the 
field, but not necessarily stoppage of play). There were 38 revers- 
als for an average of one reversal in each six games. There were 
three other rulings (clarification of rules) by Replay Officials. 

In 1986, the system was approved by a 23-4-1 vote. In 1987. the 
vote was 21-7. 

The NFL has discussed Instant Replay in some degree or oth- 
er since the early 1970s. The League experimented in 1976 and 
1978 using two basic frameworks —an independent system us- 
ing cameras, replay machines, and technicians separate from 
the network covering the game, and a "no frills’ approach using 
existing television coverage. 

In 1985, the NFL used the network feed of nine nationally tele- 
vised preseason games to experiment with the basic system that 
later was adopted for 1986 and 1987. A total of 28 plays were ex- 
amined closely in 1985 (17 confirmed call, 4 were inconclusive, 1 
was reversed, and 6 had no replay shown). 


What is Ihe objective of this system? 

The clubs feel that on certain plays the telecast viewed by the 
genera! public should be used to correct an indisputable error. 
The system will be used to reverse an on-field decision only when 
the Replay Official has indisputable visual evidence available to 
him that warrants the change. 

Is the television network carrying the game part of the review 
process? 

No. Although the Replay Official wil) be viewing the live net- 
work feed, there is no communication to television personnel as 
to what plays to show or not to show. 

What is the step-by-step procedure of play review? 

The Replay Official will view game action and a play will be re- 
played immediately on one of the two monitors, while the other 
monitorcontinues to record the live feed. 

The Replay Official makes a determination if further study of 
the play is needed, If not. there is no contact with the field and 
play continues without interruption. 

If the Replay Official believes an error may have been made, 
the Umpire will be contacted via a headset. 

The Replay Official will watch replay(s) on one or both monitors 
and complete his review within a reasonable period after the play 
is over. 

The Replay Official will inform (he Umpire of his decision, and 
the Referee will make the appropriate announcement on the 
Wireless microphone. 

The limited Instant Replay system concentrates on plays of 
possession or touching (e.g., fumbles, receptions, interceptions. 
muffs) and most plays governed by the sidelines, goal lines, end 
lines, and line of scrimmage (e.g., receiver or runner in or out of 
bounds, forward or backward passes. breaking the plane of the 
goal line), 

However, the Instant Replay system will not include the follow- 
ing fouls: clipping: encroachment and offsides; grasp of face- 
mask; false start: defensive pass interference: offensive pass in- 
terference; offensive holding and illegal Use of hands; illegal bat- 
ting or punching ball; illegal block on free kick or scrimmage kick: 
illegal crackback: illegal motion; illegal use of forearm or elbow: il- 
legal use of hands by deferise; illegally kicking the ball; illegally 
snapping the ball: intentional grounding: member of the punting 
team downfield early, illegal formation: palpably unfair act; piling 
on; roughing the passer; running into or roughing the kicker: strik- 
ing, kicking, or Kneeing: unnecessary roughness, unsportsman- 
like conduct; and use of the helmet as a weapon.

RALPH C. WILSON, JR. 
President and Owner 


It's been more than 25 years, 
28 to be exact, that Ralph Wilson 
became involved in professional 
football, As the only owner of the 
Buffalo Bills, he has seen his club 
grow from its early days as a 
member of the fledging American 
Football League to its present 
association with the National 
Football League. 


During his tenure as owner of the Bills, he has watched 
two of his club's win American Football championships 
(1964-65) and just narrowly miss winning a chance to par- 
ticipate in Super Bow! | following the 1966 season when Buf: 
falo fell to Kansas City in the AFL title game. 


Wilson has also watched one of his players, O,J. Simp- 
son, become the dominant offensive player of the 1970's 
and another, quarterback Jack Kemp, win a landslide elec- 
tion to the U.S. House of Representatives and become a 
presidential candidate in 1988. 


For Ralph Wilson, football has been important since he 
was a young man and accompanied his father to Universi- 
ty of Detroit and Detroit Lion games. '‘| was an avid fan in 
the early part of my teens,’ Wilson recalls. ‘| could see the 
interest developing in professional football in the days of 
Leon Hart, Bobby Layne and Doak Walker. We could see 
how popular the sport was becoming." 


His enthusiasm for professional football led him to pur- 
chase a minority share in the NFL Detroit Lions and later 
to join ranks with Lamar Hunt and other members of ‘The 
Foolish Club" in an ambitious, but risky, venture known as 
the American Football League. 


In the beginning there were indignities, like dressing in 
the boiler room below a high school gym because the prin- 
cipal didn't want ''pros’’ using the locker room, but ''The 
Foolish Club” persevered and finally merged with the older 
National Football League. 


Recalling his early days in the AFL, Wilson says he “never 
thought about throwing in the towel, never considered sell- 
ing the team. Of course, in the first three years we lost money, 
There were times when | reminded myself | used to pay five 
dollars for a ticket to the Lions' games and | enjoyed myself 
and had no headaches. | would ask myself what | was do- 
ing here.” 


It was Wilson and the late Carroll Rosenbloom, then owner 
of the Baltimore Colts, who had the first tentative talks in 
January, 1965, that eventually led to the AFL-NFL merger. 
A former president of the AFL, Wilson served as a member 
of the Expansion Committee and the AFL-NFL Negotiations 
Committee. 


He was also prominent in the negotiations which resulted 
ina 1977 agreement between the NFL Management Council 
and the NFL Players Association, In the past he has also 
served on the NFL Pension Committee and its Labor Com- 
mittee. The Bills’ owner also served as a member of the 
Selection Committee last winter which was involved in mak- 
ing recommendations for the site of Super Bowl XXV. 


A native of Detroit since moving there with his family as 
a youngster, Wilson earned his Undergraduate degree from 
the University of Virginia and later attended the University 
of Michigan Law School. He enlisted in the Navy during 
World War II, earning his commission within a year and ser- 
ving aboard minesweepers in both the Atlantic and Pacific 
theatres. 


Among his many business pursuits, Wilson is Chairman 
of Ralph C. Wilson Industries, Inc., which includes manufac- 
turing, television, Construction, insurance and contract 
drilling. 


From the inception of the Bills, Wilson has played a 
dynamic and active role in the organization. He is determined 
in his effort to bring two things — ‘winning football and a 
Super Bowl trophy’ — to the NFL faithful of Western New 
York.

Bill Polian has scouted foot- 
ball players, coached football 
players and negotiated con- 
tracts with football players. That 
gives Polian, who also played 
the game at New York Univer- 
sity, a unique perspective for his 
job as General Manager of the 
Buffalo Bills. He was appointed 
to the position on December 30, 
1985 to succeed Terry Bledsoe. 

Polian, 44, has attacked his duties with gusto. He has 
made a number of organizational changes along with an 
increase in the Bills’ overall marketing and promotional ef- 
forts to make the Bills’ front office, in his own words, “the 
best in the National Football League in everything we do.” 

Some of the moves instituted during his first year were 
a preferred parking plan for Bills’ season ticket holders, the 
popular ‘'Winning with Dining" program, improved halftime 
shows, an offseason workout program and the establishment 
of the Buffalo Bills Foundation, which will aid Western New 
York charities. In addition he started a promotional tie-in with 
Marine Midland Bank which vastly increased ticket outlets 
in Western New York and gave the club more visibility. 

One of his biggest accomplishments in 1986 was the sign- 
ing of quarterback Jim Kelly in August. His impact was felt 
immediately as ticket sales and interest in the Buffalo Bills 
increased dramatically. The Bills sold out their home opener 
against the New York Jets in days and a record crowd of 
79,951 fans were on hand, Overall there were three sellouts 
during the 1986 season and attendance jumped from an 
average of 37,893 to 66,476. 

Polian also signed 1985's top pick Bruce Smith and Buf- 
falo's two number one picks in 1986 — Ronnie Harmon and 
Will Wolford. He also dipped into the free agent market in 
the summer of 1986 and signed Kent Hull, who ended up 
being the club's starting center in his first season. A year 
earlier while Director of Pro Personnel, he signed kicker Scott 
Norwood and safety Mark Kelso. 

On draft day this year, he made several moves which 
helped the Bills obtain cornerback Nate Odomes with the 
first choice in the second round, defensive end Leon Seals 
in the fourth round and nose tackle Bruce Mesner in the 
eighth round. While the Bills moved down from third overall 
to eighth, they still got linebacker Shane Conlan and a high 
pick in the second round which they packaged with another 
later pick to choose Odomes from Wisconsin. 

He has also become involved in the community, making 
better than 100 speaking appearances in the last year and 
serving as a board member of the New York State Police 
Foundation and Our Lady of Victory Hospital. 


A native of Cornwall, New York, Polian served as the Bills’ 
Director of Pro Personnel during the 1984-85 seasons. In 
that capacity, he was involved in the game scouting of future 
opponents, conducting contract negotiations with draft 
choices and free agents, coordinating tryouts for free agent 
prospects and handling a variety of other player personnel 
responsibilities. 

At his introductory press conference, Polian said; ''| want 
to emphasize, as Mr. (Ralph) Wilson has emphasized to me, 
that he is committed to building a winning football team for 
the fans of Western New York, | share in that sentiment. | 
believe that we've hit the low point and we're on our way 
up. Faith can move mountains, so the cliche goes... . and 
maybe even a few Miami Dolphins on the goal line, as time 
goes by.” 

Polian joined the Bills in August, 1984 after working one 
year as Player Personnel Director of the USFL Chicago Blitz. 
In Chicago, Polian worked closely with Buffalo's present 
head coach Marv Levy, who was the coach of the Blitz at 
the time. Polian’s association with Levy goes back to 1976 
when he was a U.S. scout for the Montreal Alouettes dur- 
ing Levy's tenure with the club. He later assisted Levy as 
a pro scout in Kansas City from 1978-82. 

In addition to his CFL experience in Montreal, Polian was 
also the Player Personnel Director for the Winnipeg Blue 
Bombers during the 1983 campaign. He left the Blue 
Bombers the following season to accept a job with the Blitz, 

A graduate of Mount St. Michael Academy in the Bronx 
and New York University, Polian was captain of the football 
team at NYU and a starting safety in 1965, After gradua- 
tion, he accepted a coaching position at Manhattan College 
where he spent two years as defensive coordinator. 

In 1968, he accepted a position at the U.S, Merchant 
Marine Academy as defensive coordinator and, for one 
season, varsity baseball coach of the Mariners. He spent 
a year at Columbia (1970) as receivers coach but returned 
to the Merchant Marine Academy a year later and remain- 
ed there as assistant football coach and head baseball coach 
through the 1975 season. 

Polian's contacts in football and knowledge of the League 
and its personnel are sure to be a valuable asset to head 
coach Marv Levy. 

“The football hat (of the GM job) is not as big as the ad- 
ministrative hat, because Marv Levy's responsibility is the 
football team,’’ Polian said. 

While Polian believes the turnaround on the field is already 
in motion, he isn't taking anything for granted, “Our 
philosophy is that we have to say, ‘'Please,"’ and, “Thank 
You," and we have to sell like hell.”’ 

Polian, who was born on December 8, 1942 in New York 
City, is married (Eileen) with four children, a daughter, Lynn, 
and three sons, Chris, Brian and Dennis. They reside in 
Hamburg.

He joined the University of New Mexico staff in 1956 as 
an aide to Dick Clausen and served as head coach of the 
Lobos in 1958-59, One of his star players during that period 
was former Dallas Cowboys’ great, Don Perkins. Levy was 
chosen as the Skyline Conference Coach-of-the-Year honors 
two years in succession and then moved on to the Univer- 
sity of California where he remained as head coach through 
the 1963 season. His quarterback for two seasons was 
another former Dallas star, Craig Morton. Another member 
of the Cal squad was former baseball star, Mike Epstein. 

Levy's next coaching assignment was at The College of 
William & Mary where he was the head coach from 1964-68. 
He was twice named the Southern Conference Coach-of- 
the-Year while coaching the Tribe (1964-65) and led William 
& Mary to what the NCAA later called one of the 10 greatest 
upsets in college history, a 27-16 victory over Navy. 

Professional football beckoned in 1969 and Levy joined 
the staff of the Philadelphia Eagles as kicking teams coach 
under Jerry Williams. After one season there, he joined 
George Allen's staff with the Los Angeles Rams before mov- 
ing with Allen to the Washington Redskins the following year 
where he continued to handle special teams. With a great 
emphasis on the kicking game, Washington won the 1972 
NFC title with a 26-3 win over Dallas. The Redskins then pro- 
ceeded to Super Bowl VII where they fell to the Miami 
Dolphins, 14-7. Two years after going to Washington, he was 
named the head coach of the Montreal Alouettes in 1973. 

In his five seasons in the Canadian Football League, Levy 
led the Alouettes to a 50-34-4 record and his teams were 
playoffs contenders in all five seasons. His first squad par- 
ticipated in the playoffs and a year later, led by quarterback 
Sonny Wade, the Alouettes captured the CFL title with a 20-7 
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win aver Edmonton in Vancouver. Three years later the 
Alouettes repeated the trick, turning back Edmonton once 
again, 41-6, at Montreal's Olympic Stadium, 

Marvin Daniel Levy took over as head coach of the Kan- 
sas City Chiefs on December 20, 1977, less than a month 
after leading his Montreal club to the CFL crown. When he 
joined the Chiets, the former Super Bowl champions were 
at a low point, coming off a disastrous 2-12 season. But with 
Levy at the helm, improvement started immediately. In his 
first season the Chiefs improved to 4-12 and continued to 
get better each year, His 1979 club was 7-9 and the follow- 
ing season, Levy's squad was 8-8, Only a late San Diego 
field goal in the final 13 seconds of a game in 1981 kept 
the Chiefs from winning the AFC West title and advancing 
to the playoffs, Levy departed Kansas City after the strike- 
shortened 1982 season and worked in broadcasting for 
nearly two years before returning to the coaching ranks as 
the head coach of the Chicago Blitz of the United States Foot- 
ball League in 1984. 

In his one season in the USFL, Levy took over a team that 
had changed considerably from its previous season. The 
team's ownership had changed, and all but four players from 
the previous season remained when Levy took charge. 
Despite all these problems, the Blitz were a competitive club 
and posted a 5-13 record before the team's demise due to 
financial problems. 

An advocate of the balanced attack, Levy's philosophy 
is simple — "Our style is simple but not easy. Roll up your 
sleeves and play good, solid football, We want to develop 
a quality football team that is going to last. Our goal is to 
win the Super Bowl and win it again and again.” 

Having spent time around George Allen, Levy knows the 
importance of a strong defense and a quality kicking game. 
He hopes to bring both of these traits to the Bills. 

“We must improve our takeaways in 1987, Levy said 
following last season. ‘We need to get better field position 
for our offense either through interceptions or fumble 
recoveries by the defense or by improved play on special 
teams. We must convince our squad of the importance of 
the kicking game. It is essential if we are to become a cham- 
pionship football team." 

Prior to joining the Bills in 1986, Levy was quite familiar 
with the club from his work as part of the Bills' preseason 
television crew. He served as the color commentator from 
1983-86 and was also involved in broadcast work in other 
areas. He did some work with NBC and ESPN and was also 
a member of the University of California radio team in 
1985-86. 

When he begins the 1987 season, Levy will start with a 
33-47 career record in the National Football League. Born 
August 3, 1928 in Chicago, Levy attended South Shore High 
School in that city before enrolling at Coe College. |n addi- 
tion to his degree from Coe, Levy also owns a master's 
degree in English history from Harvard. He and his wife, 
Dorothy, whom he met while a student at Coe, live in Or 
chard Park.

ORCHARD PARK, N.Y., Sept. 7 —The New York Jets spoiled the debut of quarter- 
back Jim Kelly by scoring a pair of fourth quarter touchdowns to erase a 17-14 deficit 
on their way to a 28-24 win over the Bills before a crowd of 79,951, the most to 
ever see a regular season home game. Making his first start for the Bills after signing 
less than a month earlier, Kelly completed 20 of 33 passes tor 292 yards and three 
scores, including one on Buffalo's first possesion of the game, a one-yard toss to 
Greg Bell which gave the Bills a 7-0 lead. The Jets countered with two straight 
touchdowns before Scott Norwood answered with a 19-yard field goal with just five 
seconds left in the second quarter to cut the margin to 14-10 at the half. The Jets 
first touchdown, a two-yard burst by Tony Paige, had come following a muffed punt 
by Buffalo's Walter Broughton. After a scoreless third quarter, the Bills recaptured 
the lead early in the fourth period when Kelly teamed up with Andre Reed on a 55-yard 
scoring play to make it 17-14, However, the Bills could not hold the lead. Led by 
quarterback Ken O’Brien, the Jets went 64 yards in eight plays with Johnny Hector 
scoring from a yard out to put the Jets back into the lead for good. Just over four 
minutes later the Jets struck again when O'Brien found Wesley Walker on a 71-yard 
scoring bomb which increased the Jets margin to 28-17 with just over five minutes 
left It took the Bills just under two minutes to bounce back, however, Kelly drove 
the club 53 yards in just five plays with a four-yard pass lo tight end Pete Metzelaars 
the clincher. The Jets, however, never gave the Bills another chance as O'Brien used 
up the final 3:46 of the game to kill the Bills hope for the win. A crucial 12-yard pass 
ta Al Toon on third-and-11 enabled the Jets to keep control of the ball. The Jets’ 
fourth period outburst had overshadowed a strong third period performance by the 
Buffalo defense which limited New York to just 14 yards and one first down in the 
period. Kelly's three touchdown passes were the most by a Buffalo quarterback in 
one game since 1983 when Joe Ferguson did it against the Jets (11/13)

CINCINNATI, 0., Sept. 14 — A 20-yard field goal after just 56 seconds in overtime 
was all the Cincinnati Bengals needed to post a.36-33 come-from-behind victory over 
the Buffalo Bills before 52,714 fans at Riverfront Stadium. The winning kick by Jim 
Breech capped a late fourth quarter rally by the Bengals, who scored 10 poimts in 
the final six minutes and 27 seconds of the fourth period to tie the game and send 
it into overtime. The Bills won the coin toss to start the overtime period but Carl Zander 
picked off a Jim Kelly pass on the first play from scrimmage, and two plays later, 
Breech kicked the winning field goal. The Bills had built a 33-23 lead with just over 
eight minutes left before Cincinnati's rally. Pete Metzelaars had recovered a Ricky 
Moore fumble in the end zone to give the Bills the lead. However, quarterback Boomer 
Esiason helpad set up Breech's 51-yard field goal with just over five minutes left when 
he hit Chris Collinsworth with a 31-yard pass fo get the drive moving and close the 
score to 33-26.

Cincinnati 
cul the Buttalo lead to 26-23 when it nailed John Kidd for a safety early in the fourth 
Period. The safety was a result of a bad snap by Dale Hellestrae, who was. trying 
to snap the ball with a broken left wrist. Metzelaars’ TD gave the Bills some cushion 
but that would end the scoring for the Bills for the day as Cincinnati then scored! 
13 unanswered points. The 33 points scored by the Bills in the game were the most 
by a Buffalo club since October 9, 1983 when they beat Miami in the Orange Bowl 
Greg Bell led the Bills with 94 yards rushing on 13 attempts, including 92 in the se- 
cond hall.

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STADIUM INFORMATION 


Orchard Park is headquarters for NFL football in Western New York. Before 
a sellout crowd of 80,020, the Buffalo Bills dedicated their spanking new play- 
ing facility on August 17, 1973. While the visiting Redskins captured the in- 
augural game 37-21, even defeat could not dull the enthusiasm of fans who 
had long awaited completion of the project. 

Built on a 113-acre tract approximately 25 minutes from downtown Buffalo, 
the stadium was constructed at a cost of $22 million, financed by the taxpayers 
of Erie County. From the ground-breaking on April 4, 1972, to the inaugural, 
actual construction time was slightly over 14 months. 

To form the lower level of the stadium more than 370,000 feet of shale was 
removed—putting the field 50 feet below ground level. The outside of the stadium 
rises only 60 feet above the horizon. The Astro Turf field has an 18-inch crown 
to assure proper drainage. 

Surrounding the stadium are parking facilities for 16,000 cars and 300 buses. 
Scattered throughout the concourses are 38 concession stands and 42 rest rooms. 

Current capacity of the stadium is 80,290 which makes it the third largest 
in the NFL. Only the Los Angeles Coliseum (92,516) and the Pontiac Silverdome 
(80,638) are larger in the NFL.
